MYSTE RIOUS TA BLETt.

Im Salle r 

La Harpf., Els.. Nov. 8.— Tli^ sand- 
stone fciblfts recently di8covere<l cveral 
feet in the vir>{in soil under an old de- 
cayed stnmp on a farm here, contain 
characters that are attracting the atten- 
tion of naturiilists and antiqiiaiians. 
The two tabletaareof sandstone 11 by 
10 1-2 inches thick. One end is inscrilKjd 
with some uninte'lifjihle word.-* and in 
Roman capitals 1 he date. Jnnell. 1715. 
Lying on the edKe of the tablets and 
partially over lapping them were found 
a flint arrowhead and three (lint sprawls, 
doubtless the iTistruments with which 
the lettering was c\it. Tlie lettering is 
fairly well Executed. The tablets on the 
reverse sides show the wear from water 
and other oatuntl elements, diowing 
that they were .originally the exposed 
Bi<leH of a glacial bowlder. 

Tlie theoi-y is that tlie tablets are the 
work of Hiiine ignorant follower of La 
Kalle and Tonti, who estabUahed a mili- 
tary jK)st called Fort Creve Oasnr, where 
Peona now ia. On Jan. 8, 1680, La 
Salle, while exploring the Missiflidppi 
river, left the fort and men under com- 
mand of Henry Tonti, an Italian. A 
few years later, probably in 1887, while 
Tonti and La §aUs wets both absent 
from the fort, most of the men, doubt- 
leas ignorant Frenchmen from Nor- 
mauilj;, rovulted, destroyed ths fort and 
fled ^-ith all ths sims. tools and prori- 
sions. They bscsms Uks thssaTa|ns, 
no doubt jofaxing ths fiulians, so thai 
twenbr-eight years after the rerdlt some 
one of Tonti's followers doubtless drift- 
ed down to this spot and, after partially 
etddng out these mysterious letters on 
the tablets, buried them together with 
ttks mds toob with which hs did ths 
work. The tablets hsTs bssB sent to 
the Smithsonisa faistitation st Wssh- 
ington for iuspsetiaa.

The Regulation of the Lobby. 

The lobby is so universally recognized 
aa an evil, and yet politicians seem so 
commonly to agree that it is a necessary 
one, tiiat any efforts for its regulation 
must command the interest of ul patri- 
otic Americans. The recent experiments 
in this direction in ICassachnaetts are de- 
scribed in the November Fomm by Josiah 
Quincy, the Democratic leader of the 
lower House of the Legislature in thM 
State, who had a large sfiare in preparing 
the act in question. Though the prin- 
ciples on which the law is based are quite 
novel in American legislation, snd though 
it met with violent opposition, it has 
l)('cn amply justified by its results, in Mr. 
(^liiicv's ojiinion ; and wc may doubtless 
cxi>i'ct sin.ilur act.s t" be passed In other 
Stiitfs before many years have gone bv. 
Aiiionj; otber reforms, it has completely 
done away witli the levying of blackmail 
on eerporations 1 y professional lobbyists.
